It is said that the pardoned Anarchists all 
promised Attorney Dyer, who has worked 
untiringly for their release and who accom- 
panied them to Chicago from Joliet, that 
they would henceforth cease to be followers 
of the red flag.

CuicaGco, June27.—The convicted Ohigago 
anarchists were all members of à revolu- 
tionary organization called the Interna- 
tional, the object of which was to introduce 
anarchy. To this end they proposed to sub- 
due by terror, orto exterminate by violent 
deaths, all who favored law andorder. For 
more than a year before a general strike for 


eight hours as a Gay’s work was in contem- 
plation, they had endeavored to bring the 
Class they called ‘proletariat’ into their 
ranks, and had urged that class to arm 
themselves, especi with dynamite bombs. 
In the fall of 1885 it came probable that 
such a s@rike could be brought. about on the 
first da of the following May. They 
encouraged it to the utmost of their 
abilities; not for the purpose, as they 
were frank enough to say, of obtaining 
for laborers fewer hours of toll, but with the 
hope thatinthe disorder to follow all work- 
ing for wages would be stopped, and that 
anarhcy would be the next step. Armed strik- 
ers beating workers would bring the police 
and militia, and if they could be overcome 
in battles. no force being left to give vigor to 
the law, anarchy must follow. 

The ist day of May came and great excite- 
ment prevailed. Mapy struck. New men 
were to some extent taken on in their places. 
On the 3d day of May a very serious riot 
took place at the McCormick 
Harvesting Machine-works,

me of the rioters were hurt, d 
probably none killed, The Anarchists called 
a meeting to denounce the police. It was 
held near a police station at which they 
knew a large force was concentrated. The 
situation was critical. The scent of danger 
was in the alr. They so conducted the meet- 
ing as to make it the duty of the police to 
Gisperse it. The police march to the 
meeting, halted, anda captain commanded 
the people to disperse. It was then 10:30 
o’clock at night. A dynamite bomb was 
thrown into the ranks of the policemen, 
killing Degan, mortally wounding six others 
and wounding  tkhree-score more not 
mortally. 

This was on May 4, 1886. Of the’ eight men 
arrested for the Haymarket massacre four 
were hanged, one died by his own hand and 
three were sentenced to imprisonment. Of 
the latter Fielden and Schwab got life sen- 
tances, while Neede’s punishment was Um- 
ited to fifteen years, 

It was Louis Ling, the bombmaker and 
most daring spirit among the conspirators, 
who, on Sept. 10, 1887, the day before he was 
to be hanged, placed a fulminating cap used 
used to explode dynamite cartridges bet ween 
his te eth, ignited it and thus cheated the ex- 


ecutioner. 
On the aext day, Sept. 11, A. R. Parsons 
August Spies, Adolph Fisher and George 


Engel were hanged in the jail yard. 
STORY OF THE TRAGEDY. 
Although more than six years have elapsed 
since the Chicago Haymarket massacre the 
horrible tragic detalls of the events are 


vividly recalled by the pardon of these three 
men. The seven officers who lost their 
lives by the explosion ofthe bombs while in 
the performance ot their duty are not for- 
gotten. There names were Frank Degan, 
John J. Barrett, George Miller, Timothy 
Fiavin, Thomas Redden, Nels Hausen and 
Michael Sheehan. 

The gathering of the Anarchists on the 
fatal evening of May 4, seven years ago, was 
expected to be the largest ever heid in tue 
city, but when the hour came the crowd was 
light, and the leaders who had planned to 
have the officers attack the crowd and in the 
melee to hurl their death-dealing bombs 
teared that their plot would miscarry. 

Finally, an hour and a half late, Spies, 
Parsons and Fielden addressed the crowd, in 
the order named, usinga wagon for their 
rostrum. The first two, in comparison with 
their usual harangues, were tamieasa pair 
of doves... G ually the crowd thinned out.

Association collapsed. 

Fielden had been in the background on the 
wagon with sScunaubveit, the bomb thrower, 
Sples and other directing minds, who saw 
plainly that something must be done, and 
quickly. Therefore, when his turn came 
Flieden stepped boldly to the front, Jiscard- 
ing all pretensions to mildness. He electri- 
fled the rabble at once. The crowd swayed 
excitedly backward and forward in the 
narrow shadowy’ confines of Desplaines 
street, Into which they had come the 
open square, and pressed eagerly closer to 
the flickering gas-lamp. that lighted the 
speaker's shaggily Deardea face and power- 
ful form. When he tragically ‘urged the 
wrought-up mob, standing in plate view ofa 
police station, to“ throttle and kili the law, 
the disguised officers inthecrowdsaw tne 
necessity of promptaction, and word was 
passed to their commander. 

Capt. Bonfleid, following the plain direc- 
tions of the State law covering exac such 
cases, gave orders to have the meeting dis- 
persed. Seven companies of police, 175 men, 
led by himself and Uapt. Ward, marched in 
platoons, extending from curb te carb, the 
short distance on Desplalnes street from the 
station to the speaker’s wagon. As the 
police apdroached Fielden shouted to the 
crowd: ‘‘Here comes the bdbicodhounds. 
You do your duty, and I’ll do mine. Capt. 
Ward, im a loud voice, called out: In the 
name of the people of the State of Illinois I 
eommand you to peaceably disperse. 
Fielding stepping Gown from the wagon, 
gave the ‘‘ruhe exclamation: ‘*We are 
peaceabie.’’ Instantly the bomb was 
thrown, the first im free America, and the 
bloody work for which the Anarchist leaders 
bad planned was completed, ' 

NEEBE’S LIFE STORY. 


Although it was shown that Neebe was at 
the Haymarket meeting it was never proved 
that he had been a party to the bomb-throw- 
ing plan of Ling, Parsons and the others,and 


in consequence his punishment was light. 
Neebe telis the story of his life and connec- 
tion with the Anarchists in few words:

SAMUEL FIELDEN. 

Fielden’s life is told in these words by him- 
self: 

I was born in the town of Todmorden, in 
the County of Lancashire, England, on Feb. 
3, 1847. My father’s name was Abraham and 
my mother’s Alice. My father’s oecupation 
was Maniniooms in a cottage mill. I 
went to work in the same mill when I was 8 
Tears ig. My mother died when I was 11 
years o I worked there until I was 21 
years Of age, when I emigrated to the United 
States of America. 

When I was 18 years old I joined the Wes- 
leyan Methodist Church. I became a teacher 
and local reacher, I remained in this 
church until I had been in America one year, 
where I became a Free Thinker. 

When I arrived in the United states I first 
worked in a woolen mill in Rhode Island near 
Providence, I then went from there 
to Olmstead Falls near Cleveland, 
O., where I worked on a farm for 
Mr. Horace Adams. 1 left there in August,’69, 
and came to Chicago. Ihave been South, as 
far as New Orleans, on two occasions. 
After that I came to Chicago. I have been 
principally engaged as laborer or teamster 
inthe stone business. I was a delegate to 
the Liberal League Convention in 1883, and 
with otbers managed to have that organiza- 
tion adopt a labor platform. It was from 
discussions in which I engaged in the Liberal 
League that I became a Socialist. I joined 
the international Working People’s Associa- 
tion in July, 1884, and since that time, up to 
my arrest, I incessantly advocated the prin- 
ciples of Socialism. 

THE BOOM-THROWER. 

Strangely enough, Schnaubelt, the man 

who threw the bomb which caused the Hay- 


market massacre, although arrested with 
the others, was, before the importance of 
his capture became known, permitted to go 
free and has never been heard of since. 


DON’T CARE FOR CRITICISM. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June 27,—A press repre- 
sentative callea on Gov. Altgeld to-day 
and inquired if he had anything to 
gay as to the attacks made on 
him by the Chicago morning papers 


because of his action in pardoning the An- 
archists. The Governor laughed rather im- 
moderately, and replied that he had not seen 
the papers yet, and added that he was alto- 
gether mndifferentto their comments. Let

Opinion here is divided as tothe 
Governor’s action. Some of the’ best law- 
yers do not hesitate to declare that it was all 
rightand to denounce thetrialof the An- 
archists as a travesty on justice. 


ONE WAS CAUGHT. 


Two Boys Do Big Damage to a School

George Miller, the 12-year-old son of Officer 
Miller of the Second District Police Sta- 
tion, was jarrested this morning on 
a charge of burglarizing the 
Lafayette School, corner of Ninth and Anna 
streets.

damage possible. They broke open the 
desks, spilled all the ink, tore up up all the 
books' and papers in sight, until they 
had done several hundred dollars’ damage 
to the contents of the school. They were 
surprised in their work by the janitor, who 
attempted to capture them. They eluded him 
by jumping through a window on the second 
floor. Miller was captured after a chase of 
several blocks, but his companion escaped. 


NONE KILLED. 


All the Occupants of the Fort Scott Hotel

WHAT A RAM IS. 


Terrible Steel Weapons on the Bows of 
Great Warships. 


The ram ofa warship is a solid piece of 
steel beginning below the torpedo tube and 
extending ohliquely aft and downward to the 
kee! It is braced up with angle iron and 
girders, so that the strain following its im- 
pact will come longitudinally on the shfp and 
will be borne by the entire structure.

ALMOST A TRAGEDY. 


“From Mark Gray to Edwin Booth, 
April 238, 1879.” 


In 1879, while playing Richard in Chicago 
Fdwin Booth was fired at by an assassin. 
It was near the finish of the last act, when 
Booth sat in the glare of the caleium light, 


with all the other lights turned down, and 
was engaged in the soliloquy. He sat a little 
to the right of the centerof the stage with 
the prison on one side and the cottage on 
the other. The intending assassin, Mark 
Gray, sat nearly on a level with him in 
the first ‘baicony and some thirty feet 
distant, with the pistol concealed in hig 
sleeve, ‘and in his left hand holding a copy 
of the ‘play, which be had evidently been 
following with the purpose of firing only at 
the right time. When the first shot rang 
out there was a dead silence. Booth did not 
stir. But as a second ball came whizzing 
down and passed through a piece of board an 
inch thick. Booth quietly rose and went to - 
ward the wing. The man wastaken to an 
asylum. One of the bullets, which lodged in 
the peer | almost directly behind his, head, 
set in a gold cartridge. upon 

which he had engraved: ‘‘From Mark Gfar 
to Edwin Booth, April 23, 1879, and he al- 
kept this grim reminder of what so 


nearly proved to be a tragedy.

A Report Like Thunder Followed by a 
Fall of Aerolites. 


From the Spokane Review. 

On May 26 a meteoric stone exploded, the 
fragments falling along Beaver Creek, about 
ten miles above its junction with the Colum- 
bia River. At 4 p. m. on that day there oc- 
curred fifteen or twenty short, sharp reports 
following each other in quick succession, 
The first report was the loudest, but all 
were clear and distinct. The noise 
was heard nearly twenty-five . miles 
away. A party of engineers survVey- 
ing on the Nelson and Fort Sheppard Rallway 
were working in the vicinity. At first they 
thought the notse was thunder or a railroad 
blast, but there was noblasting within six or 
seven miles, and the nojse was unlike either 
thunder or blast. Following the reports a 
whizzing sound was heard as if made by 
somebody moving swiftly through the air. 
They were working in thick, heavy timber, 
and, therefore, could see nothing, and no 
fragments tell close enough to be heard strike 
the ground. 

At the time of the explosion J. W. Gerling 
was walking along the trati up Beaver Creek. 
He heard it, but at first supposed it to be 
thunder. A few moments later he heard the 
whizzing sound above mentioned, and as he 
looked up to see whence it came, it grew 
louder and louder, until a stone struck the 

ound not far trom wnere he was standing. 

e searched for it but the bushes were so 
thick he could not find it, and the fragment 
evidently was small. Ka McLeod, who is 
building the ‘‘tote’’ road for Contractors 
Peter Larson & Co., says that the report 
seemed to come out of the sky almost directly 
above the place he was working. A frag- 
ment fell within fifty feet of him, and, al- 
though it buried itself in the earth, he suc- 
ceeded in digging it out. The specimen 
would weigh four or five pounds. One or two 
other fragments were observed to fall, and 
two laborers were nearly struck. 

On the following day James Hislop of the 
engineer corps was taking topography near 
where Ed McLeod found his specimen, and 
while so doing came upon a hole in the earth 
about the size of a badger hole, and evident- 
ly freshly made, as loose earth had fallen 
vack in it. The hole was at about an angle 
of 60 or 70 degrees. Together with E. L. Mc- 
Nair and Otto Austin, also of the Engineer 

corps, they made an excavation, andata 
depth of about 3 feet came upon a rock weigh. 
ing about twenty-five pounds, which was 
exactly similartothe piece round by Kd Mc- 

It was taken to camp, and is now in 
Hislop’s possession. Other fragments, and 
probably larger ones, fell, but as they scat- 
fered three or four miles apart, and the coun- 
try is mountainous and thickly timbered, 
ere. is little chance that any more will be 
ound.

STONES IN VEGETABLES. 


careous Juices in Their Organisms.

In certain species of vegetable growths 
there are found stones supposed to be formed 
and deposited in their tissues from the silli- 
cious and calcafeous juices circulating in 
thelr organisms.

ONE DEATH FROM YELLOW FEVES. 


Every Precaution Taken to Prevent a 
Spread of the Disease. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., June 27.—A special re- 
ceived here from a lumber dock fifty-six 
miles distant on the Satilla River announced 
the death of Alfred J. Biddle, master of the 
American barkentine Anita Berwind, from 
yellow fever. Health Officer John A, Dun- 
woody has given the press the following 
statement: The Berwind entered quaran- 
tine trom Havana on June 18. All were well 
on board and reported no illness on passage. 


She was fumigated, entered and then 
went up the Satilla River ffty-one 
miles. Master Biddle was taken sick and 


was carried eight miles on shore in the coun- 
try, where he died. The: vessel was loaded 
and ready to sail; was ordered and left for 
che national quaranting at Sapels.

What He Said to the Congress of Bank- 
ers in Chicago. 

Mr. Charles Parsons, President of the State 
Bank,was Chairman of the congress of bank- 
ers and financiers, which has just closed its 
sessions at Chicago. 

In his closing address Saturday afternoon 
among other things Mr. Parsons said: 


I fee! py Ny to notice a few remarks made yA = 
entlieman m my own State in re to 
ankers of New York. It seems to me * de in — 
taste to attack those gentlemen. Man 
acqudinted with the men who control ¢ 
New York. They are not misers; they are not men 
who wish to oppress the people. They are men who 
recognize the enormous — te nsibility that 
rests upen them a virtually controlling 
the urse strings of the country. They 
intend to do justice to all people who have 
business with them. The gentieman said you have 
to go hat in band te Wall street +y 20 moaey. I went 
to Wall street in 1873 and asked for the loan of 
$150,000, and I found no diffeultyin getting it be- 
cause my request was reasonable. The valine of my 
account with the bank of which I asked the favor 
was sued that they feit they must 8 the re- 
quest. Every banker, every Member of Congress. 
every business man knows hat bank 
must recognize the the 
best business with i should not 
be called Shylocks or use 
they do business on business note, If the 
bankers of New York have certain views on the 
gold question it does not follow that they are ras- 
cals or scoundrels. If you look at the various 
beneyolent institutions throughout the country you 
will find ters of thousands, hundreds of thousands, 
yes millions of dellars have been given to them by 
gentlemen connected with the various banks of 
New York. It is to bankers that the world is 
indebted for this magnificent exposition. 

Four Chicage bankers are the leading men of that 
enterprise—Mr. Gage, Mr. Odeli, Mr. Keith and 0. 
L. Hutchinson. The latter gentlemanis the head 
of the institute in which we have been holdiag our 
sessions. Itis largely through hie influence and 
efforts that the art institute of Chicago was founded 
and stands on such a substantial basis to-day.
